Even though you can 't go more 
th an 15 miles on a gallon it s well 
to remember that you still can go 
all the way to eternity on a quart 
There ore several ways to tell 
w hether the carburetor s float level 
is too high, and these depend on 
the make and type of carburetor 
used. Some have a small peep hole 
in the float bowl, bared by remov­ 
ing a small plug.

without this feature you ran take 
off the air cleaner nnd look into 
the carburetor throat with a flash­ 
light.

All through thLs cold winter 
the engine has started promptly 
though stored in an unheated gar­ 
age. 
Care, says the owner, is the 
secret of it. 
But he adds a note

He owned Ills first car in 1901—a

Two other points in Ills letter are 
most interesting.

Motorists com plain a lot because 
some parts of the car are so dif­ 
ficult to lubricate, yet if they could 
spend a few hours around any re­ 
pair shop they would soon see th at 
engineers have saved the public a 
fortune by not encouraging too free 
oiling of ear units. 
Some parts 
actually .suffer because owners are 
tempted to be too liberal with oil. 
Topping this list is the generator.
